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REMARKS. 





Tur Quarterly Return is derived from 114 Districts (subdivided into 571 Registrars’ Districts). 
Thirty-three of the Districts comprise the Metropolis; and the remaining 81 Districts comprise the principal 
towns and cities of England. At the last Census (June 6th, 1841) the enumerated population of the 
114 Districts was 6,534,535, or nearly four-tenths of the total population. The average annual number of Deaths 
‘registered in the 114 Districts was 163,193, or 47 per cent. of the total Deaths registered annually in England. 
The population in these town Districts increased from 1831 to 1841 at the rate of about 1.74 per cent. 
annually; and assuming that the population increased uniformly, the rate of mortality, deduced from a 
comparison of the Deaths and the population, was as follows—

The mortality attained its maximum in the year 1840, and was the lowest in the year 1842. Out f 
of 100,000 persons living in the towns and cities of England, about 2658 died in the year 1840, and only 
2420 in the year 1842. The reduction was 238 in 2658, or 9 per cent. on the rate of mortality. Upon an } 
average 2.61 in 100 (or 1 in 38) living, died annually in the 3 years 1838—40; and 2.43 in 10U living (or 1 | 
in 41), died annually in the 2 years 1841—2. | 

The average number of deaths registered in the 5 winters 1838—42 was 45,144. After a correction | 
for the increase of population, the winter average applicable to 1843 becomes 47,542, ‘The number of Deaths | 
which occurred in the winter quarter 1843 was 43,466. 1 


In the Metropolis the mortality is still less than the average ; and the Deaths in the quarter by epidemic § 
diseases (2071) were 363 less than the average of the five preceding winters. The Deaths from Typhus— | 
or, as it is sometimes called, “Continued Fever,”—have, however, increased from about 30 to 50 weekly. 
Small Pox, Hooping Cough, Influenza, and Erysipelas, have been less fatal than in the previous winters. No § 
case of Death from Hydrophobia occurred, and only 3 from Tetanus, 456 from Asthma, 1 from Intussusception, | 
54 from Mortification, 267 from Violent Death. Of Dysentery,(33), Cholera,(6), Tabes Mesenterica,(73), Jaundice, { 
(34), Disease of Liver, (117), and Ovarian Dropsy,(10)—a greater number than is usual—died in the Metropolis. | 

The Epidemic Diseases most frequently mentioned by the Registrars in the country are, Typhus, § 
Scarlatina, and Hooping Cough. . |

than the average. —The mean temperature was 1°.3 above the average. The fall of rain in the quarter was 3.429 | 
inches in 29 days, while the winter average is 2.886 inches in 26 days. The South and West winds prevailed. §

The following Direction was addressed to the 447 Registrars in the Country :— 


«Tf at-any time the number of deaths registered during the Quarter has been above the average, 
state, in a note at the foot of the Return, whether any epidemic disease, such as Measles, Typhus, 
&c., has been prevailing in the District; or if there be any other known circumstance which will 
account for the increase.” 


In compliance with the above direction, 165 Registrars have attached explanatory notes to their Returns ; 
the remaining 282 Registrars apparently observed a decrease, or no obvious increase, in the mortality. 


An Abstract of the Notes to the Returns is subjoined.

REMARKS. 





Tur Quarterly Return, to which the following remarks apply, is derived from 114 Districts (subdi- 
vided into 571 Registrars’ Districts). Thirty-three of the Districts are in the Metropolis; and the remaining 
81 Districts comprise, with some Agricultural Districts, the principal Towns and Cities of England. At the 
last Census (June 6th, 1841,) the enumerated population of the 114 Districts was 6,534,535, or nearly four- 
tenths of the total population. ‘The average annual number of Deaths registered in the 114 Districts was 
163,193, or 47 per cent. of the total Deaths registered annually in England. 


The number of Deaths registered in the last Spring Quarter ending June 30th was 40,059; while 
the average Deaths in the 5 previous Springs was 40,208. ‘The population of these town Districts has 
increased for many years about 1.74 per cent. annually; and hence it is highly probable that from the 
Spring of 1840 (the middle year of the five) to the Spring of 1843—an interval of three years,—the popu- 
lation increased more than 5 per cent. (5.27). If the Deaths had increased in that proportion, 42,326 Deaths 
would have been registered; so 42,326 is the corrected average with which 40,059 must be compared. 


The average Quarterly number of Deaths deduced from the 5 years was 40,798; with which the 
Spring average (40,208) very closely agrees. The mortality in the Spring Quarter will therefore generally 
represent—for English Towns—the mortality of the year.

The Barometer was 0.123 below the average of the season. The mean temperature was 55°.6; which 
is 0°.8 above the average, but 1°.6 below the temperature of the previous Spring (1842). The mean of the 
maxima (day) temperature was 63°.3; the mean of the minima (night) was 48°.0; the mean difference was 
15°.3. The difference between the dry and wet bulb Thermometers was only 4°.4; the average being 5°.9. 
The air was therefore more humid than usual; and the fall of Rain in 49 days was 7.5 inches—nearly double 


the average (4 inches).

«Tf at any time the number of deaths registered during the Quarter has been above the average, 
state, in a note at the foot of the Return, whether any epidemic disease, such as Measles, Typhus, 
&c., has been prevailing in the District; or if there be any other known circumstance which will 


account for the increase.” 


Tn compliance with the above direction, 156 Registrars have attached explanatory notes to the Returns ; 
the remaining 291 Registrars apparently observed a decrease, or no obvious increase, in the mortality. 


An Abstract of the Notes to the Returns is subjoined.

This Return is rather above the average, but there is no particular disease prevailing in my district, 


Hooping Cough has been the only prevalent disease in my district this quarter, otherwise there 
would not have been an increase on the average of the corresponding quarter of last year. 

The mortality has been rather above the average this quarter; owing, I apprehend, to a greater 
per centage of deaths of Pulmonary Consumption, there having been 31 cases out of the 161. 

There is no epidemic in my district, the number of deaths is about an average number, one fourth 
of which are persons of advanced years, it is consequently in a healthy state. 

The deaths registered by me this quarter, exceed those of the corresponding quarter of the last 
year by 13 ; during the past quarter 32 children have died in my district, under 3 years of age, 
11 of them from Hooping Cough, (which has been very prevalent) and 5 of them from Small Pox, 
without previous Vaccination, 

In the paren ending June, 1842, I registered 57 deaths, in this 96 the increase is from Hooping 
Cough, no case having occurred in the corresponding quarter of 1842. I have also registered 9 
cases of inquests, chiefly from Apoplexy, whereas in the quarter ending June, 1842, only two 
cases were registered. ‘ 

Seven deaths occurred from Scarlet Fever, (and its effects), which prevailed in this district, during 
the months of May, and June. 

The return shews a decrease in the deaths, the average number from the commencement of the 
Registration Act, up to Sept. 30th 1842, being 55. 

There are 20 deaths in my district, more than in the corresponding quarter of 1842, chiefly among 
the old people above 60, and young children under 2 years of age; 15 of the former have died, 
and of the latter 16 ; 2 have died of Typhus. 

The average number of deaths in the corresponding quarters of the six years, ending June 30th 
is 62, number of births this quarter, 100. 

The number of deaths registered this quarter is above the average. The increased mortality has 
not been occasioned by any epidemic disease ; it can only be attributed to the damp and conse- 
quently unhealthy state of the weather which has been very prejudicial to persons labouring under 
Consumption, to the aged ina declining condition, and to infants. 


Deaths about the average, not any particulars to note. 
No epidemic disease has prevailed in the Conisford district during the last quarter. 
About the usual average ; 26 of the number were deaths from Consumption. 


There is an increase of 18 deaths this quarter above the last, and 42 above the corresponding 
quarter of last year, owing to Scarlatina and Hooping Cough being still prevalent in this dis- 
trict ; 41 of the 75 deaths are children under 10 years of age. 


Below the average number, The district has been very healthy during the last quarter. 


In this quarter the deaths are 54, which number far exceeds the average; the chief cause of the 
excess appears to have arisen from the prevalence of Scarlet Fever among children of which disease 
24 have died, and 6 from Dropsy after it ; 41 of the above number under 10 years of age. 

The number of deaths is not above that of the corresponding quarters of previous years. Typhus 
and Scarlet Fever, are still epidemic in this district ; 4 deaths from the former, and three trom 
the latter disease. 

In this district the mortality still decreases. The deaths in this quarter are 2] less than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year, and 27 less than in that of the preceding year. Of 57, the 
whole number registered, 4 females were aged 73, 73, 77, 91, and 4 males 76, 76, 81, 98, and 
9 females, and 13 males (22) died of Conswmption: two deaths were accidental. 


Only one case of Typhus. 

The district is very healthy. 

The state of my district the last quarter has been very healthy, less deaths occurred by: 11 than 
in the previous quarter ; and fewer than they have been since the Registration Act came into 
operation. 1 death was from accident, requiring a Coroner’s inquest. 

This return is about-the average of the spring quarters ; the mortality from epidemic diseases has 
been very light. 

The number of deaths this quarter is about the average of the last 3 years. The district appears 
very healthy, no epidemic disorders being stated in the causes of death. 

The number of deaths during this quarter not above the average.

The number.of deaths in this quarter, being 8 less than in the last, owes its diminution, perhaps, 
to the less frequency of Scarlatina; of the 45 above stated, 12 have occurred in consequence 
of that pestilential disease.

The number of deaths is above the average, Scarlatina prevails in my district, from which three 
have died, two from having been accidentally burnt, the rest from the usual preyailing causes.

Hight cases of old age are enumerated in my return of deaths. How little we know of the diseases 
of advanced life, for surely some one ae (the lungs: most likely) will have been affected; 
vide Statistical Nosology, page 14. Again, I have to remark on 10 cases of Consumption, 7 males 
and 3 females, showing the frequency of its occurrence in the male to the female.— Measles are very 
prevalent, attended by Diarrhea, but principally Bronchitis; the cases of Diarrhea have been 
relieved by bleeding. Eight deaths of Measles in this quarter. 


Below the average, but exactly the same number as last quarter, and again remarkable for several 
of great age—9 respectively were 74, 78, 82, 83, 84, 84, 57, 89 and 96 years, 9 were under I year,

‘Lhe diminution in the namber of deaths is attributable in some degree to the decrease in the num- 
ber of the inhabitants in the district; about 400: houses having been pulled. down.to. make way: 
for the Junction line of the Leeds and Liverpool Railways. The absence of epidemical diseases 
during the quarter is also another reason ; and this is perhaps owing to the improvements which 
have been effected in the paving, cleansing, and ventilation of streets, &c. The greatest decrease 
has been from the number of deaths from Hooping Cough, which amounts to not less than 30 as 
compared with lasi quarter. Frequent enquiries having been made of late with kegatd to the 
positions of burial places in large towns, I have thought it not amiss to send what information I 
have been able to gather, touching the locality of the interments contained in this report. I find 
that 58, or one-fourth of the whole, were buried at St. Patricks Roman Catholic Chapel, which 
is situated between the St. Georges and the Oldham Roads, im an open and -airy locality, about 


' seven-eighths of a mile N. E. of the Manchester Exchange.—A large proportion of the inhabitants 


being Roman Catholics accounts: for the great. number of: burials at this place——The number 
buried in Walker’s Croft, the burial ground of the Collegiate Church is 40, this place is about 
three-eighths ofa mile due north from the Exchange, lying low, between the River Irk and the Man- 
chester Poorhouse. A site might have been chosen less prejadicial to the health of the town 
than this ; 36 have been entered at the Cemetery in Collyharst, a place well adapted for a burying- 

round, being 2 miles N. E. from the Exchange in an.elevated: and. airy position, with but few 
Herell sas in its immediate neighbourhood.—1i6 have been buried at the Rusholme Lane Cemetry 
which is distant ahout 1 mile S.E. from the Exchange, it is a well chosen site. 12 have been interred 
at Schofield’s Chapel in Every-street, Ancoats. This place is surrounded by a moderate population, 
but lies high, and the vicinity is not particularly unhealthy.—10 have been interred at St. Michael’s 
Church in Angel-street. This is alow and ineligible site for a burying ground, half a mile 
N. E. N. from the Exchange. There is a dense population on every side, and as may naturally 
‘be expected the health of the neighbourhood is not of the-best character. 9 have been buried at 
Cheetham Hill Chapel which is distant 2 miles and a quarter N. from the Exchange, and is there- 
fore not ill adapted for a place of interment; it is ina high situation. The last place 1 shall 
mention is Granby Row Chapel, a Roman Catholic place of worship, where 7 of the 228 persons 
have been buried. It is five-eighths of a mile distant S. E. of the Exchange and is surrounded 
by a numerous population whose health it is not calcu'ated to improve. I have thus enu- 
merated 187 interments, of the rest some were buried out of town, and with respect to others 
I have not been able to obtain any information. What has been said will give some idea of the 
places fer burial most intimately connected with the district. -

| vided into 571 Registrars’ Districts). Thirty-three of the Districts are in the Metropolis; and the remaining 
| 81 Districts comprise, with some Agricultural Parishes, the principal Towns and Cities of England. At the 
last. Census (June 7th, 1841,) the enumerated population of the 114 Districts was 6,534,535, or nearly four- 
tenths of the total population. The average annual number of Deaths registered in the 114 Districts was 
163,193, or 47 per cent. of the total Deaths registered annually in England.” 


36,655 Deaths were registered in the Summer quarter, being 428 less than 37,083—the average of 5 
preceding summers. ‘This average, corrected for the increase of population (which in the Town Districts is 
a little more than 5 per cent. in 3 years), becomes 39,053; hence it will follow that the decrease in the 
mortality has been to the extent of about 2400 Deaths. The Table upon the second page proves, however, 
that there is room for much further improvement in the sanatory state of these Districts. 


The Deaths registered in the previous Spring quarter amounted to 40,059, or to 3404 more than were 
registered in Summer; which is quite in the usual course of things, as the mortality is always lower in 
Summer than in Spring. 


In the Metropolis Diarrhea and Dysentery have prevailed to rather an unusual extent, the Deaths 
from the two diseases, having been 572, which is 262 above the average (310). Small Pox proved fatal to 
| 75 persons, and Scarlatina to 543, which is 99 more than the quarterly average. In 7 weeks 63 persons died

Deaths from Consumption have been rather frequent this quarter; and Scarlet Fever has been 
prevalent among children in some parts of my disttict, but only two deaths have occurred. 


Scarlet Fever among children and Consumption among adults are very prevalent here. 

This district has been very healthy during the Quarter. _ Twenty-two of the deaths were children 
under 12 months from various causes, and 4 Coroner’s inquests. 

My district is in a healthy state, the deaths are under the average number, one-half are persons 
from 50 to 91 years old. 


The number of deaths during this quarter is above the average. Hooping Cough, Scarlatina, and 
Inflammation of the Chest have been fatal amongst children. There have been 8 deaths from Small

Such cases have been recorded as Cholera; I have had difficulty in ascertaining their 
exact nature, in consequence of many of them (nearly half of the fatal cases) not having béen 
under the care of regular practitioners, but having been treated by druggists and old women who Jj 
a not accurately distinguish diseases irom each other, but pay attention to the most troublesome 
only.

The 
number (273) of deaths this quarter is much above the average (200) of the four immediately 
corresponding quarters, but some allowance must be made for increase of population; the/num- | 
ber of deaths is 5 less than that of the corresponding quarter of last year.

REMARKS. 





« Tue Quarterly Return, to which the following remarks apply, is derived from 114 Districts (subdi- 
vided into 571 Registrars’ Districts). Thirty-three of the Districts are in the Metropolis; and the remaining | 
‘81 Districts comprise, with some Agricultural Parishes, the principal Towns and Cities of England. At the | 
last Census (June 7th, 1841,) the enumerated population of the 114 Districts was 6,534,535, or nearly four- 
\zenths of the total population. The average annual number of Deaths registered in the 114 Districts was § 

163,193, or 47 per cent. of the total Deaths registered annually in England.” 


42,263 Deaths were registered in the Autumn Quarter of 1843; while 40,683 was the average number 
in the five Autumns of 1838-42. ‘The Population of the Districts increased about 5 per cent. every three f 
‘years from 1831-41, and as it is probable that the increase continued down to 1843, the Deaths in the | 
Autumn of 1843 would at the same rate of mortality as in previous years, be 5 per cent. more numerous. ‘The | 


scorrected average with which 42,263 should be compared is 42,717. 


The Deaths in the Provincial Districts were 28,525, the uncorrected average number for Autumn 


being 28,867. The mortality was, therefore, in the aggregate, considerably below the average. 





The Mortality of the Metropolis was above the average: the Deaths were 13,738, or 1,923 more | 
‘than 11,815, the average of five previous Autumns. After a correction for the increase of Population, the } | 
excess is 1,368 Deaths. Small-pox was fatal to 114 persons; which is below the average (360), but 39 | 
more than in the previous Quarter. Measles, was more fatal (Deaths 455) and Scarlatina destroyed 706 
persons, 163 more than in the previous Quarter. The epidemic appears to be increasing. Diarrhea, | 
Dysentery and Cholera were more fatal than usual, 380 persons haying died of these diseases. Of the 221 | 
Deaths by Dysentery in this and the previous Quarter, 87 occurred in the Greenwich Union Workhouse | 
during the 14 weeks (August 13th to November 18th). The Deaths by the diseases of the nervous system | 
were 226 above the average; the Deaths by Bronchitis and Pneumonia (inflammation of the Lungs) were | 
2,000, or 695 above the average; and the diseases of the digestive organs proved fatal to 981 persons—215 
above the average. Fewer violent and sudden Deaths were registered than is usual. ‘The Registrars in the |
